Your records will show that since the Fall 
of 1938 children from the Cornwall Island West Day 
School were transported weekly to the Cornwall Ild 
Hast school for manual training and domestic science. 
The arrangement has proven very satisfactory. 


transportation since that time has been 
provided by Paul Caldwell, Indian of Cornwall Island 
West at a cost of .75¢ per trip. This man is very 
reliable but for some time he has complained about 
the small scale of wages for this service. You realize 
that this ties a man and team up from I.00 PM until 
approximately 4.30 PM. fo get another Indian to do 
this for .75¢g is out of the question and even at twice 
that rate it would not be possible to get some one as 
reliable. Mr. Caldwellhas advised us this date that 
unless we would be in a position to set a rate of $1.50 
per trip he would have to diacontinue this service as 
apert from his everyday farm work he is getting many 
extra calls for his team. 


As the west-end school is crowded to capacity 
it is not possible to hold these classes there and at 
any rate it would be too bad to make any change in the 
present policy just now as everything is working out 
s0 smoothly for children and pupils.

In the latter place 
considerable work has to b e done before the painting can be 
completed but between the two jobs I would be in a position 
to keep my painters busy and without any lay-off. What I hope 
to do is go ahead with the teachers residence in the village 
as far as I can and then start and complete Cornwall I1dB.School 
and return and finish the residence in the village after the 
carpenter work is over.

CORNWALL ISLAND EAST DAY SCHOOL 


I visited for a few hours at this 
school and had children pass the Standard Achievement 
Test im Reading. The object was to demonstrate to 
the teacher the method of administering diagnostic 
tests so as to deal with the difficulties of the 
pupils in a more systematic manner. 


vhe interior of this school should 
be redecorated as soon as conditions permit. ‘There 
4s some difficulty in the drainage of the basement 
where Manual Training is taught to the boys. There 
must have been a few inches of water in the centre 
the day 1 was there, It appears to be due to an 
obstruction in the drainage system. ‘This situation 
Gould be easily remedied, I believe, by the use of 
sewer rod either from the interior or from an excavation 
from the exterior. this would entail only labour; 
however, this is rather difficult to obtain 6n the 
Ieland today.

TEACHER'S RESIDENCE 


I visited the teacher's residence 
three or four times to study the conditions from 
various angles. Mr. Buck, from the Engineering 
Branch, was at the Agency Wednesday afternoon May 17. 
I took the liberty to ask him to look at the tmilding, 
the water situation and the heating plant. His time 
was very limited as he had to make a complete study of 
the Agent's Residence and he could-not devote the time 
necessary to recommend any solution to the above 
mentioned problems, I thought, however, that even 4 
casual glance might be helpful to him. if it were 
necessary to revisit the Agency at some future date. 


fhe Indian Agent hed quite a 
difficult task endeavouring to accommodate Mr. Buck, 
the Doctor, Inspector Wescott, and myself. I wish 
to express my appreciation for the cordial way in 
which he accomplished his duty. 


fhe exterior of the teacher's 
residence is in need of paint.. The windows and doors 
need adjustment. The walls, except those below the 
windows that are protected by the verandah, are streaked 
with water. This apparently occurs after every rain. 
I would suggest that the window casing be removed to 
determine the cause of this trouble. The spaces should 
be packed with oakum and caulked before putting on the 
casing and caulked again after the casing has been put 
in place. Grey caulking should be used as this kind 
may be painted. An Indian, 4 painter by trade,is 
available, provided he is hired in time. He expects 
50g per hour for his services.

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This work is mostly. a question of labour which I am 
left to understand is rather difficult to obtain 
mostly due to the isolation of this reserve. 


the furnace is of sufficient capacity 
to take care of the heating requirements of this 
building. It is a fleaia, No. 122, 22% inch fire pot 
and has a capacity from 12,000'to 16,000 oubio feet. 
This furnace was installed in 1927 when the building 
was erected and-according to the file has not been 
touched since its installation. A'complaint made after 
the first winter stated that the furnace did not give 
sufficient heat but apparently nothing was done as no 
reply appears on our files. The hood of the furnace 
is of a horizontal type; hence the pipes rise immediately 
above the furnace and run practically parallel to the 
ceiling of the cellar. Moreover, three of the-hot air 
pipes are only 7 inches in diameter. One of these 7 
inch pipes heats two rooms on the second floor which 
have a capacity of approcimately 1000 cubic feet each. 
‘hig would be more easily remedied if.it were not for 
the ducts encased in the wall, which | presume would 
have the same area as the pipes leading to them. While 
I was in Cornwall i interviewed Mr, Kdward Parker, 
plumber, who is willing to check up this furnace, install 
a new one (the radiator may be burnt which seems to be 
the chief defect of this type of furnace) for the r 
approximate cost of $300, I believe, this could be 
cone more cheaply, as he has given, in all probability, 
the highest that it might cost. I told him that we 
would inform him through the indian Agent when to 
proceed with this wrk. 


fhe water situation may be solved 
by several solutions. The most practical, I believe 
and the one I would attempt in my own home under 
similar conditions, would be to tap the casing of the 
present well approcimately twenty feet below the 
wurface whitch would be tem feet below the water level 
and run a 1# in. pipe below the frost to the teacher's 
residence to be connected with the present pumping unit. 
I believe, that at this time it is practically 
impossible to obtain 4 gasoline engine to drive the 
pump. The present pump in the teacher's residence could 
be used until a motor driven pump can be obtained.

I do not know whether you are 
in pessession of any plans of the lay-out of 
the teacher's quarters attached to the above 
schoole If so, you will notice that the 
sleeping quarters comprise one rather small 
room upstairs with a low ceiling which forme 
the peak of the school. In other words, this 
one-room sleeping quarters is what we might 
consider ae being the attic of the school 
with the exception that it is the extension 
of the school which comprises the living quarters. 


Such a condition as outlined 
above does not altogether present a very 
healthy atmosphere and, while it might be 
tolerated if it could be possible to always 
find an unmarried teacher, it certainly could 
hardly be considered as providing proper 
sleeping accommodations for a family no matter 
how small. 


This situation might be remedied 
for the benefit of not only the present but 
future incumbents of this school with an ex- 
penditure of less than $300.00. It is proposed, 
with your permission, to raise the roof on one 
side and thus provide suitable sleeping accom- 
modation. The figure mentioned above will, I 
believe, cover @ll materials and labour required. 
Insofar as most of the interior work, the present 
teacher, Mr. Chisholm, would be very glad to do 
this himself. I am attaching a sketch giving 
@ rough idea of what is proposed. It would be 
appreciated if authorization could be granted 
to proceed with this necessary change without 
delay as at the present time, it is possible 
to locate a carpenter who can do this work.

Training and excellent plans were under way at the time of inspection 
whereby the subject of Manual Training might be taught to the senior 
boys in this school. It is equally as importent that the 12 girls in 
Grades V to VIII, inclusive, are in need of instruction in Home 
Economics. This could be provided to the satistactith of the teachers 
and to the advantage of the pupils in the 2 Cornwall» Island Indian 
Schools by transporting Miss Peters and the 8 pupils (all above Grade 3) 
from the West End School, for a period of one-half day per week, to the 
East End School, where Mr. Chisholm could instruct the boys of both 
sohools in Manual Training in the basement room, while Miss Peters 
would teach Home Hconomics to the girls in ithe regular classroom. 

Since there is an organ in this school, provision could be made for 
having Music taught, as well as having a joint, weekly, literary meeting 
of both schools.

General comment; 1 Was given to understand that the irpeguler attendance of 
the pupils was due to an epidemic of measles. I understand that 
the school nurse, Miss B. Patterson, St. Regis, had called on the homes. 

While particular emphasis was placed by the teacher upon the 
essentials of Arithmetic and Keading, the Programme of Studies being 
followed by the teacher in Social Studies and Natural Science was limited. 
This may have been partly due to the shortening of the School Year from 
10 months to nine months. 

While this school wes opened in March 1936, 4 of the pupils 
who attended school for the first time with the opening of the new school 
have proceeded through the grades and qualify as High School Jntrance 
Candidates this year. ‘This is a commendable achievement in the further- 
ance of the education of the Indian children in the easterly area of 
Cornwall Island, when it is considpred thet no educational opportunities 
were available to this area, previous to March 1936. 

Recommendations for teaching aids as enumerated in the report 
for the West Znd school apply in a similar manner to this school.

Pursuant to our conversation of the 16th inst., I submit 
the following for your further consiferation:~- 


The Anglican Missions on the East shore of James! Bay and 
northward to the Eskimo Mission at Whale River were founded hy the 
late Bishop Horden, who, as a missionary arrived at Moose Factory 
in the year 2851. The Anglican Church has been in occupation 
and until a few years ago in sole missionary occupation of that 
whole area; the result being that the entire christian native 
population dwelling at, or dependent upon, such posts as Rupert 
House, Fort George and Whale River became members or adherents 
of the Anglican Church. 


This state of affairs continued until a few years ago - 
I think about seven - when Roman Catholic agents took up their 
residence at Fort George and proceeded to erect a church with a 
large building suitable for indian residential school purposes. 
These, and similar activities at Aklavik,N.W.T., were brought, 
before,to the notice of the officials of the Department. (see, for 
example, my letter to you dated Oct.12th. 1926.) 


Among the results of these representations was the ruling 
set out in your letter, dated Dec.28th. 1927, and addressed to the 
Rev.Dr.Westgate - reading as follows:- 


"It is thought that the denominations should 
respect the zones of interest which have been established 
and not encroach upon them by the extension of mission~ 
ary effort upon which a demand for separate educational 
institutions might be afterwards based. This view 
seems entirely reasonable, and in future the Department 
wall not recognize requests for aid to educational 
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Mr DeCoScotteccccaccccscsese B 


Po institutions unless by pre-arrangement, and 
assistance must not be expected for institutions 
which encroach by the extension of missionary 
effort upon territory already provided for." 


Another result of the consultations held in the years follow- 
ing the close of the war, was set out in the following letters :- 


"The Hon'ble April 17th. 1922.

Dear Sir:- 


Please accept this expression of my appreciation 
of the sympathy and kindly courtesy with which you 
received the recent Deputation in connection with 
the Indian Residential Schools. 


The decisions then agreed upon are, from the 
standpoint of the Missionary Society of the Church 
of England in Canada, most urgent. I, therefore, 
respectfully submit my understanding of them in 
writing, as follows:- 


1. It is agreed that the provision of buildings 
for Indian Education, in the form of Resident- 
ial Schools, is a direct and sole responsibil 
ity of the Dominion Government. 


It is agreed that it is the purpose of the 
Dominion Government to provide, as soon as 
may be possible, the buildings required. 


It is agreed that, pending provision of the 
said buildings, the Dominion Government will 
provide the money necessary to enable the 
Church Authorities concerned to carry out 
urgent repairs on the buildings owned by them 
and used for the purposes of Indian Resident- 
ial Schools. 


An acknowledgment and confirmation of this letter will deeply 
oblige,

"Dear Canon Gould:- 

I wish to acknowledge your favour of the 17th 
instant, setting forth your understanding of the 
principles discussed at the meeting last week, when 
I had the pleasure of becoming acquainted with the 
representatives of the Church Missionary Societies 
that are doing educational work among our Indian wards. 


You may rest assured that it is my purpose to 
urge upon the Government the desirability of provid- 
ing, as soon as possible, the residential school build- 
ings that are needed to successfully carry out the 
work. As an interim arrangement, the Department of 
Indian Affairs will endeavour to have voted the funds 
necessary to enable the Church authorities concerned 
to carry out the urgent repairs on the residential 
school buildings owned by them. 


I have to thank you for your expression of 
appreciation, and I wish to assure the Church represent 
atives of my continued interest in this connection.

I quote also from your letter to me dated May 26th. 1925:~- 


"I have your letter of the 2nd. instant, relative 
to repairs to church owned Indien residential schools. 
At an interview with church representatives, in April, 
1922, the Honourable the Superintendent General stated 
that the Department would endeayaur to keep the church 
owned buildings in a state of good repair, until such 
time as new buildings could be provided. Mr Stewart's 
letter to you of the 2lst. of the same month reads in 
part as follows:- "As an interim arrangement, the 
Department of Indian Affairs will endeavour to have 
voted the funds necessary to enable the church author- 
ities concerned to carry out the urgent repairs on the 
residential school buildings owned by them." 


The intention behind the words quoted seems to 
me to be perfectly clear, and I am pleased to carry 
it out." 


To revert to Fort George I find that our need of an Indian 
Residential School at that point was included in the list con- 
tained in my letter to you dated Oct.18th. 1924. A definite 
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Mr DeCeSCOttesccceseceseseeed 


Bopricerion fa such a school was made at an earlier date, I believe 
by the Bishop of Moosonee. 


The urgency which this need has now assumed is shown by the 
following extract from a letter, dated Oct.26th. 1931, from the 
Principal of our Indian Residential School at Moose Factory: 


"Tl have had to refuse about 30 children admission 
into this school this SummeTeeseeeseeesesees saves 
Our quota with Government grant is for 50 pupils as you 
know, but owing to deaths amongst our people including 
the Wynne family of Albany, I felt constrained to take 
extra children into the school so that last June I had 
35 children in residence. Since the school opened after 
the summer holidays I have had 34 children in residence 
all the time and have again had to refuse others admit- 
tance. It is heart breaking to have to do this,especially 
when the R-C's are begging and worrying our people to let 
our Protestant children go to their Roman Schools. Rev. 
Morrow, of Ruperts House, reports that six of his children 
have now been taken away by the R-C- Priest to the Fort 
George School and he further reports that some of the 
Indians at Ruperts House have stated to him that if they 
cannot get their children in our school at Moose Factory, 
they will have to let more of their children go to the 
R-C. School at Fort George." 


This action of"the R.C. priest" appears to be in direct con- 
travention of the ruling set out in your letter to me dated 
December 30th. 1921, from which I select this quotation:~ 


"It has been decided to adhere more strictly to the 
intention of the Act as set forth in section 10{1) as 
follows:- "No Protestant child shall be assigned to a 
Roman Catholic school or a school conducted under Roman 
Catholic auspices, and no Roman Catholic child shall be 
assigned to a Protestant school or 4 school conducted 
under Protestant auspices." In the future, children from 
Protestant and Roman Catholic homes will be sonsidered 
eligible for admission respectively, to Protestant and 
Roman Catholic schools only. We rule that wards of the 
Department of Indian Affairs should be admitted only to 
institutions conducted under the auspices of the church 
to which the parents themselves belong." 


Under the circumstances just outlined, coupled with the in- 
ability of the Department to proceed, for the time being, with the 
provision of "the residential school buildings that are needed 
to successfully carry out the work," (Vide Mr Stewart's letter 
quoted in full atevel, the Executive Committee of this Society 
decided, at its recent meeting, that our long-established interests 
in the region on the eastern side of James' Bay must be protected, 
and the demands of our people there for residential school education 
be met by the erection, this coming summer, at Fort George of an 
Anglican Indian Residential School. The Executive Committee,furthe 
appropriated for this purpose - from one of the invested funds of 
the Society - the sum of $20,000.00.(twenty thousand dollars.) 
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Mr DeCeS0otteccecsceeeceee 5 


In connection with this decision and appropriation, I now beg 
submit this written application:~- 


1. That provision be made in the estimates of the Department 
of Indian Affairs, for the forthcoming parliamentary year, 
for the payment of per capita grants for the pupils of an 
Anglican Indian Regidential School at Fort George. The 
nymber of pupils to be thirty, at a per capita rate of 
$250.00 (two hundred and fifty) per annum. 


That pursuant to the principle expressed in the letter of 
the Hon'ble, the Superintendent General, quoted in full 
above, and in accordance with the precedent of certain 
refunds made to another church, the Department agree, 

at the earliest convenient date, to refund (without interest) 
to the General Treasurer M.S.C-C-, the sum for capital 
expenditure (Viz; $20,000.00) mentioned in the next pre~- 
ceding paragraph.-(i.e. at the foot of preceding page.) 


I respectfully urge both these requests upon your kind and 
sympathetic attention. I desire to emphasise, nevertheless, early 
favourable decision upon the first (the per capita grant) in order 
that we may proceed with our plans to send in the large amount of 
material required for the erection, next summer, of an Anglican 
Indian Residential School at Fort George.

Information on file indicates that the Church 
of England, in the summer of 1932, erected a building for 
residential achool purpeses at Fort George. We have no 
detaile regarding the size and type of the building. 
Venerable A. L. Fleming, Archdeacon of the Aretic, in 
June, 1932, requested that a per capita grant be provided 
for the children in attendance, and, in reply, he was 
ingvormed that the Department was unable to include in the 
Supplementary Estimates for Indian Education a grant 
towards the cost of construct. a building at thie point 
but that, if the Missionary 5S ety proceeded with the 
building and pupile were enrolled, t of per capita 
allowance w be given consideration upon receipt of 
school returns. I may add that returns, showing attend- 
ance during the March and June quarters, 1933, have been 
received. They show an attendance of 18 girlies only. Dr. 
Tyrer, Indian Agent, states that the school is well 
equipped to take care of 60 pupils. 


The Indians on the east coast of Hudson Nay are 
not in treaty: the half-breede there live the Indian life 
and do not speak English. 


In September, last, Nev. Canon S&S. Gould, General 
Secretary, M. S. C. Ce, vieited the Department and re- 
quested that a per capita grant be provided for 40 children. 
He stated that the Church had erected a school and were 
not at that time asking the Department to contribute to- 
wards the cost of the building but wished only to receive 
a per capita grant for the Indian children in attendance. 


If provision is made, it will be necessary that 
the Appropriation for Indian Education be increaced next 
year by the amount of the grant allowed. 


For a number of years, the Department has 
provided a grant towards teacher's salary in conducting a 
day echool at this point ond aleo has paid accounts for 
fuel ani janitor service and rent of building for school 
purposes.

I desire to inform you that, from January lst. 
of next year, arrangements have been made for our Society 
to assume responsibility for the administration of the 
Indian Residential School at Fort George on the eastern shore 
of James Bay. When I visited this school last July, I 
learned that it had a capacity of 80 pupils, but only 
approximately half that number were in residence at that 
time, owing to a shortage of beds and mattresses. Immediately 
after my return to Winnipeg, ten extra beds and mattresses 
were sent forward, and as our Commission have prepared 
their estimates for the year 1936 on an average attendance 
of 50 pupils, at the per capita rete of $200.00 per year, 
I sincerely trust that a sufficient sum to cover this amount 
may be included in your appropriation for that period. 


As further communication with this remote school 
will be practically impossible until navigation opens again 
in June or July of next year, the usual report of attendance 
will not reach you before that time. Payments to cover the 
grants for attendance should be made to our General Treasurer, 
at Chufch House, 604 Jarvis St., Toronto 5, Ontario.

The Ghairman 
agreed with Dr. McGill that the same procedure would be followed in 
Quebec as in the Northwest territories with respect to the payment for the 
education of Indian and *skimo children. Mr. Cumming pointed out that no 
provision ad been made in the estimates for the education of Bskimo 
children at ¥ort se0 Te He referred also to a remark made by xeverend 
Father Plourde during one of his visits to Ottawa that 15 Eskimo children 
were ready for admission to schools at fort Veorgee father Plourde had 
been asked to submit full particulars but no further information or 
correspondence a8 been received to date.

The Secretary reported that in a letter dated 5th 
September, 1942, His Lordship Bishop Sovereign requested financial 
support for St. David's Sehool at Fort Simpson, N.W.T.s, despite the 
fact that the attendance for the quarter ended Slst Dewember, 1942, 
was less than the average required in order to earn the grant. 


St,David's Missions School was opened in 1901 and 
has been in operation almost continuously since that time. The 
Northwest Territories Yehool Ordinance provided for the payment of 
special grants to any school whether organized according to law or 
not. The established policy has been to support day schools in 
southerly or Indian Berri@ory to the extent of $200.00 per annum - 
$50.00 per quarter. The only departure has been the cases of 

schools at Fort Smith and Yellowknife where qualified teachers are 
employed, the Alberta curriculum taught and exeeptional circumstances 
prevail. Payment of the grant is based on submission of quarterly 
returns and provided the average daily attendance is five or more. 


Although it is the custon to require an average 
daily attendance of five or more in order to earn the grant, neverthe+ 
less in view of speoial conditions and cirounstances which exist at 
times, and realising the need for maintaining educational facilities 
at all strategic points, the Department has on occasion allowed a 
portion of the grant when the average attendance was less than five, 


In 1955-34 the average attendance at St. David's 
gehool was below the required figure but the Minister of the day 
approved of one-half the regular grant being mid, that is $25.00 
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per quarter or $100.00 per annum. Apparently the same situation is 
again developing at Fort Simpson as it is noted from the last return 
that the total attendance is only five made up of three white and two 
half-breed children, 


It was moved by Mr, Cumming, seconded by Mr. Daly, 
that in view of the fact that St. “avid’s is one of the oldest schools 
in the Mackenzie District and the desirability of maintaining two 
mission sohools in settlements where there are children of both 
denominations and the distinet possibility that the settlement of 
fort simpson will expand rapidly when the road and other transportation 
facilities now under construction are completed and the need for 
schools will be even much greater than at present, that if St. David's 
Mission School is kept open for the benefit of whatever pupils attend, 
one-half the regular grant be paid, that is $25.00 per quarter or 
$100.00 per annum. “his action will not oreate a precedent. Carried.

I may say that building operations were commenced in 
the early summer of 1943, in spite of great difficulty in securing 
materials, Bishop Fleming personally planned and supervised the 
work and was given every assistence by the Government in the 
matter of priorities, Some work went on in spite of the winter 
on.the inside of the building and it was finally completed in 1944, 
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Our information is that the present enrolment is 9 little 
over 20 and that other pupils are expected. Unfurtunately the 
Hudson's Bay Company's boats were delayed last summer and supplies 
of food and other items were not received until very late. The 
Principal was, therefore, unable to receive the children of 
Inlander natives and they were accordingly taken away with their 
parents, It is confidently expected that a full enrolment will be 
secured this summer, in readiness for opening at the latter part of 
August,

In 1932 a residential school 
was built by the Church and thirty-five pupils were authorized, 
this number being increased to fifty in 1938. In 1943 this 
school was destroyed by fire and in view of the great need for 
such an institution our Missionary Society expended a con- 
siderable sum in constructing the present building in 1944. 
the Bishop of the Arctic (kt. kev. A.L. Fleming) was asked to 
plan the builaing and supervised its erection. He was under the 
impression that the Department had authorizea an increase of 
pupilage to eighty but when tne scnovi was opened the number 
was restricted to fifty. 


‘he basis or our request lies in information recently 
received from the principal of our school to the effect that 
he nas the names of one hundrea and eighty-six baptized Anglican 
chilaren of school age in the area. By reason of the fact that 
we have been unable to admit more than firty pupils, a number 
of Anglican children have been admitted to the school establish- 
ed by the Koman Catholic Church contrary to Ulause 10, Section 

of the indian Act. Our principal claims that material is being 

assembled for the enlargement of the other school and this can 
be for no other purpose than admission of a larger number of 
Anglican pupils. in these circumstances we feel justified in 
asking that the autnorized number of pupils be increased to 
seventy-five and 7 trust that this will meet with your approval.

With reference to your letter of the lst inst., 
No. 72-065, re a grant of $400.00 for any repeirs that 
might be required at our Fort George School, I beg to 
state that the most urgent need at this School is the 
enlarging of the main school building, and I would strongly 
recommend that this ant be used in purchasing some of 
the material required for that purpose. 


You m recall that this building was provided 
out of Ghureh funds, and it was the understanding of 
our Bishop (Bishop Fleming, of the Diocese of the Arctic) 
that it had a capacity of 80 pupils, His understanding 
in the matter was subsequently found not to be shared 
by officials of the Department, who considered the air 
space provided insufficient for so large a ete. The 
only way to met the wishes of the Department in this 
respect is to enlarge the School, and in view of the heavy 
expenditure which our Ghurch has already made on this 
and the other buildings at this centre (including a 
church, a residence for the principal, a mission house, 
storeroom, etc.) it seems to me but reasonable to ask 
that some assistance be ven us in the enlargement 
of the main school building. 


I have before me a fairly projects and. list of 


the materials required for this qse ect, and I have 
) 


e + t the cos the same, delivered 
EUS wSeasee he oral cost up to that point is @ proximately 
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$2500.00, and to this would have to be added the freight for the 
rest of the way, and the cost of bee ae It is probable that 
the total cost will amount to about $5,500.00, 


While I think it likely that our Society would be willin 
to provide part of this amount if an assurance were given that 

an inorease in the pupilage would be allowed, I still feel that 
there is a just olaim on the Indian Affairs Branch to give us some 
re | in providi additional accommodation for the childrem of 
their Indien wards at this remote centre, 


It is now nearly ninety years since our Ghurch began work 
at Fort George, and it is my understanding that practically all 
of the Indians in that and the surrounding settlements are members 
of our Ghurch, We have done our utmost to help them and the 
Government in providing for their eee’ mental and spiritual 
welfare, but our resources are limited, and especially under 
prevailing world conditions, 


If the Department will agree to allow the $400.00 mentioned 
in your letter to be epee eee n the way suggested, end can make 
a further grant of at least $2,000.00 next year for the same 
purpose, in addition to granting an increase of ten in the 
pupi lege, I will endeavour to persuade our Society to find the 

anc@e 


As the cuts in the grants which we wnsider were arbitrarily 
imposed during the years 1952-38 inelusive, meant a loss in 
revenue to our Society of approximately $142,000.00, and as we 
will suffer a further loss in revenue of at feast 5,000.00 a 
year so long as the ruling remains in force that the pupilage 
is to be reduced to 92.2 of the number originally agreed upon, 
I think you will see that we cannot reasonably be expected to 
provide the full emount required for the desired enlargement 
of the main school building. 


As the last boat proceeding to Port George this year is 
scheduled to leave Moosonee Sept. Sth, it is now too late to 
forward any of the building material at that time. I trust, 
however, that the arrangement I have suggested above may be 
adopted, and steps taken to have all the required material go 
forward by the first boat from Moosonee next years 


I will ask the Principal of our School at Fort George 
to furnish me with a revised detailed list of the minimum quantity 
of all materials required, and could let you have this shortly 
after it reaches me by the mid-winter mail, pecatity towards 
the end of February or the beginning of Marche

Dear Doctor VYestgate: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of the 23rd instant, addressed to Mr. Phelan, of this 
Branch. 


It was my hope that I might have an 
opportunity of heving a personal discussion with you 
or someone representing your Commission, with respect 
to the operation of e number of Church of England 
residential schools. 


When I visited Chapleau a few weeks 
ago, I learned that the water supply there was scarcely 
adequate to meet the normal domestic needs of the 
institution and that it would be wholly inadecuate in 
the case of fire. The estimated cost of installing 
an adequate water system at the Chapleau school is 
$3,000. No provision has been made in the estimates 
of this gt however, for this work. It was also 
impoasible to include in this year's estimates the 
sum necessary to proceed with the rebuilding of the 
Carcross Residential School, and the water supply and 
sewage systems at the Lac la Ronge School are matters 
pe ge Be also been left in abeyance, owing to lack 
of f 8. 


Do you consider it really wise that an 
attempt should be made by your Commission to extend

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educational facilities at Fort George while the 

funds at our disposal are insufficient to keep 

in a pecess state of repair the residential 

schools already established throughout the 

Dominion? My own opinion is that we should do 

all we possibly can, with the funds at our disposal, 
to keep the buildings already in operation in a 

high state of efficiency until, in the course of 

time, we emerge from this critical period resulting 
from the war. In any event, the matter would have 

to be discussed by you with the Minister before we 
could promise either additional funds for repairs 

at Fort Ceorge or an increase in the pupilage. I am 
personally of the opinion that it would be exceedingly 
eifficult to secure from the Government such a promise. 
A few days ago IT had a letter from the Indian Agent 
of the James Bay agency, in which the Agent criticized 
the operation of the residential schools in his 
district very bitterly. It is his opinion that the 
residential schools are a hindrance rather than a help. 
to the Indians of the James Bay district. While I do 
not subseribe in any way to the views expressed by 

the Indian Agent, nevertheless these expressions 
received from our agents influence to some extent the 
policy of the Government. 


Is it your intention to visit Ottawa 
at any time in the immediate future? If not, you 
might make arrangements to interview the Minister 
during one of his periodical visits to the city 
of Winnipeg.

#72-0-3, and note that although the December Quarter return for 
our Fort George School has reached you, the return for the 
prece¥ding September Quarter has not yet arrived.

On July 23rd last I wrote to you to ascertain if 
the grant of $550.00 available for repairs, improvements, 
etc. at our Fort George School this year, could be applied 
towards the purchase of an engine for a boat which we hoped to 
build for that school this winter. 


Shortly after despatching my letter I received from 
the Rev. Principal Hamilton a copy of the list of requirements 
for his school which he had forwarded through Dr. Orford, the 
Indian Agent. I immediately despatched to you a telegram dated 
July 30 cancelling my request that the grant be made available 
for the purchase of an engine, as I felt that the items on Mr. 
Hamilton's list were of greater urgency, and that precedence of 
claim on the grant should be given to those items instead of to 
the engine formerly requested. 


I have just now received from Dr. Orford, a letter dated 
Pes gh 23rd, and with it a copy of the list of requirements he 
had received from Principal Hamilton and which he had forwarded to 
youe He states that your Department will allow the sum of $300.00 
toward the purchase of furniture for the Principal's Residence 
and the Staff rooms, and he asks me to “arrange for the purchase 
and shipment to Moosomee as soon as possible”. 


By the same mail I received your letter of the 24th inst. 
#44-6-5 in which you stress the importance of having supplies 
purchased through your Purchasing Branch, and it is for this 
reason that I do not feel justified in placing any order for the 
items required at Fort George without a specific authorization 
from youe 
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As the last boat of the season will leave Moosonee on 
September Z2lst, it is important that an order be placed at once 
by your Department for all the items given on the enclosed list, 
on the understanding that our Commission will meet any cost over 
and above the $300.00 which you are allowing.

In the matter of gemewal payment of the salaries of Night 
Watchmen at our Society's Indian and Eskimo Residential Schools at 
Aklavik in the N.W.T. and Fort Geo Quebec, an order was given to 
the respective Principals of ese ifsti€utions to submit monthly requis- 
itions for the same through the loc dian Agent. In this connection 
I beg to state that I have just received a letter from the Rev.Canon 
H.S.Shepherd, Principal of our Aklavik School, in which he points out 
that it is impossible for him fo forward such requisitions at the end of 
each month because of be pte mgd of the mails, He also points out that } 
by sending the requisition through the Indian Agent at Fort Norman long 
delays are inevitable, and reminds me that one of the requisitions he sent 
through the Indian Agent at Norman did not reach Ottawa until six months - 
after it had been despatched. 


Owing to the distant location of our Aklavik and Fort George 
Schools, and the absence of frequent mails, it has seemed to me that the 
most satisfactory way of dealing with the question of payment of the Night 
Watchmen's salaries at these Schools, will be for our Commission to submit 
quarterly requisitions, and in the hope and expectation that you will agree 
with this opinion, I am enolosing herewith requisitions in triplicate for 
the salary of this agent at each of the two schools mentioned, for the 
quarter ending December Slst last, and will send similar requisitions at 
the end of Maroh next for the March quarter and the month of April. 


Should there be any further specific information which you may 
require in connection with these requisitions, I will gladly endeavour to 


supply it during my visit to Ottawa the beginning of next week,

I beg to confirm my telegram in regard to the installa- 
tion of a water system in this school, and our request that the 
appropriation of $300.00 for the fiseal year about to end should 
be allooatedto this object. I deeply regret that there has been 
a serious oversight in our office which accounts for our belated 
request. In assuming my new duties I was advised that matters 
relating to property and equipment were the concern of the 
Assistant Secretary and Treasurer and I have normally worked on 
this basis, although we naturally confer where matters have to be 

Y decided upon. I now find that in the past my predecessor attended 
J personally to the list of requirements forwarded to your Department 
by the Principals. In the present instance, Mr. Hamilton has 
\ written on several occasions but the matter has not been attended 
to owing to the misunderstanding as to responsibility. 


Our Principal tells us that Dr. Orford has been keenly 
interested in the matter of a water system,and that he discussed 
it with you in Ottawa and found your mind hee in accord. As a 
matter of fact, we in this office know very little about the 
construction of the new school as it was placed by our Missionary 
Society Executive in the capable hands of Bishop Fleming. Certain- 
ly we are warmly in favor of the suggestion that a water system 
should be installed at the time the school is being built. on 
grounds of health, protection against fire,and the convenience of 
those who work in the schoolwe are entirely in agreement that such 
@ system should be installed. In spite, therefore, of the fact 
that we have not been able to submit definite specifications I 
trust that it may still be possible to apply this $300.00 appro- 
priation towards the cost of the necessary Supp ies. I take it 
the soe waas be considerable but am confident it can readily he 
justified.

In further reference to your letter 160-2 dated 
August 30th, 1945, and in confirmation of my telegram sent 
this morning, I now beg to enclose receipted invoices in 
quadruplicate from the Winnipeg Paint and Glass Co. Ltd. 
totalling $300. his covers material which has been pur- 
chased to construct six storm porches at the above school. 
The new building was erected without any such protection and 
during the winter the need was found to be very great. here 
are four entrances on the ground floor and in time of blizzard 
the snow banked up heavily against them. Furthermore, the 
school was not provided with eaves-troughing and when the 
snow melted considerable ice formed in front of the doors and 
in some cases prevented them from opening. The trouble was 
specially bad in connection with the two fire escape doors in 
the upper storey. For lack of protection thBst also tended to 
become banked up with snow and seakd vur Principal, therefore, 
urged that porches should be constructed in all cases and we 
trust the trouble will now be remedied. 


I regret the exceeding lateness of this request, but 
may say that our Principal has been asking for son things 
that it was difficult to know what was most urgent. There was 
a@ long delay in the earl art of the year during which no mail 
was received from Fort George and our Principal left the school 
by plane in great haste a few weeks ago owing to the tragic 
death of his wife. We have had difficulty in communicating 
with him and I trust that it will be possible to apply the 
amount of $300 to cover this necessary material.

This child is 
well enough to return to classes, but will continue to sleep 
and board at the hospital. A hospital account will be rendered 
for the December quarter and up to January 6, but after this 
date she will be placed on the school return as © grant ern- 
ing pupil. Should the Department decide not to pay hospital 
account for ‘this child we shall apply for a school grant for 
the period during which she was in hospital, as in the case 
of pupil no. 100, John Kitty.

Kev. H.A. Alderwood's letter bears out my point 
made on more than one o@casion that Kesidential Schools 
in isolated areas constitute a health hazard until we can 
ather sufficient personnel to carry out immunization and 
“~ray survey. No possible physical examination will 
discover tuberculosis in a child unless it is a gross 
lesion. The development of tuberculous meningitis can 
be, and frequently is, rapid in an apparently health child 
where X-ray has not been available to demonstrate an actual 
or potential chest lesion. 


The particular case mentioned by Kev. Alderwood 

was referred to me by radiogram last fall by the nurse in 
charge at the C,of.E, Ft. George hospital.and from symptoms 
described it appeared to be a meningitis. This diagnosis - 
made by radio - was purely tentative and considered 

probably as tuberculous in origin due to the course of the 
disease which proceeded to death in January. Referring, to 

my file on the boy, I had examined him on one or two oc&asions 
during previous summer visits and not on any occasion / 
considered him a definite case of primary tiberciulosis 

though I did list him as a suspect and for further examination. 
nder present conditions such an examination reveals only 
gross lesions. 


Certainly at time of entrance to school the case 
did not show symptoms referable to a developing meningitis. 
If he had, he would have been placed in hospital. 


kev. Alderwood's letter should certainly be 
considered insofar as it should increase our efforts to 
offer adequate attention for all schools in James Say in 
conjunction with the proposed medical service throughout the 
area.

You 
will remember that in conversation with you 
recently I suggested that the names of 1 the 
Indian children in attendance at this school be 
ineluded on these returns, although we onl 

allow grant for slightly over 16. You wil 
remember my reasons for suggesting this action. 


I trust that you will find 1t possible to 
have the return for the quarter ended June 30, 
1942, and the revised return for the ry ay 
quarter, 1942, forwarded at as early a te as 
possible. 


I believe it inadvisable to include the 
names of the Veetaltook children as they are 
Eskimoes and, therefore, should not appear on 
the return of Indian children.

In preparing the return of the Fort George 
Residential School, which was forwarded to the Department, 
covering the quarter ended September 30, 1942, grant was 
requested for the full quarter for each of the children 
whose name was shown on the return, However, under the 
heading "Date of entrance to school", an entry was made 
showing that each of the children had entered the sehool 
on August 1, 1942, If that information was correct, we 
should have allowed grant only from August 1 to September 
30, However, we were under the impression that this 
entry was a mistake on the part of the person who prepared 
the return, as I felt, from conversations we have had, that 
all the children had been in the school for some consider- 
able time, 


The auditor has been recently rechecking our 
returns and he has discovered this discrepancy. I would 
therefore appreciate your advising me whether the pupils 
whose names were shown on the return for the quarter 
September 50, 1942, were actually in residence from 
July 1, 1942,

Dear Mr. Allan:- 


I acknowledge receipt of and thank you for your letter 
of the llth ultimo, It deals with the deleting from our quarterly 
grant, for nine pupils of the Fort George R.C. Residential Schoo}, 
of the names of those pupils, on the grounds of a techinical defect 
in the Application forms for admission. Those forms of Application 
for admission into the school, were written by he Principal, and 
signed by the Indian parents, who were supposed to be conversant 
with the Application which they signed. The religion of those nine 
pupils is put down under the name “Christian”; it has been done in 
this manner, with the use of that term, since 1938, for quite a few 
pupils. No objection was raised by any official of the Department, 
against the use of that term, “Christian”, so far. No one ever 
argued that it was improper and that it rendered the child whose 
father signed the Application, ineligible for a grant to the school, 
Seven out of the nine children mentioned above, are Catholics. 

The fact that Protestant parents have requested that 
their children be admitted, and that their direction has been given 
by writing, does not invalidate the right of the school to receive 
a per capita grant but rather agrees with Section 117 of the Indian 
Act, and also with another document which should not be ignored by 
the Canadian Federal Government, even if Indians are concerned, 

I beg to quote part of the Universal Declaration of the 
Rights of Man, adhered to by Canada, and signed on the 10th of December 
1948, by Canada's representative or delegate, at a meeting of the 
United Nations Organization. It stresses the elementary freedom 
claimed by the Indian who signs an Application for admission of his 
child into our Residential School, at Fort George. I wish you would, 
when opportunity offers itself, show this text to those who object, 
when an Indian parent directs that his child should go to such or 
such a school, and so directs in black and white. This is from 
Section (or Article) 26 of the Universal Declaration of the Rights 
of Man: "Parents have, through priority, the right to choose the 
kind of education to be given to their children,.” If they wish to 
have their children educated under the same religious auspices as they 
themselves have been educated, all is well in this respect, and the 


State should take this wish into account. But if, on the other hand 
°e 2. 
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for a sound reason, parents wish to have their children enter 
into a school of another Christian denomination, why should the 
State interfere and treat them as morons, unable to make a choice? 


Your having been notified by Mr. Phelan himself, that 
the grant was cancelled for the nine above-mentioned children, 
makes it necessary for me to write him about it. Thank you. With 
kind regards.

You 
should instruct him also that these children should 
be returned to their parents at the end of the present 
academic year and should not be brougiut back to the 
school until a definite decision has been reached 
regarding their admission and you have been informed 
to that effect.

In connection with your notation dated the 26th 
ultimo, on a memorandum to you from the Acting Director, 
Indian Affairs Branch, with which Mr. MaciInnes forwarded 
a copy of the letter to Major MacKay dated July 2nd last, 
you are advised as follows. 


The subject matter of the Bishop's letter to 
Major MacKay contradicted statements both he and Father 
Plourde made at conferences, when officers of the Indian 
Affairs Branch, and your Chief Architect discussed the 
requirements of the school. 


It was arranged to have Architect Noffke adapt 
plans he had prepared for the Teslin School, to the needs 
at Seven Islands, Quebec, which would eliminate the chapel, 
and provide an additional classroom. Much of the accommo- 
dation shown on the Teslin plans for teaching staff was 
also to be left out. 


On receipt of the memorandum from Mr. MacInnes 
Mr. Noffke was instructed to defer further operations un- 
til an explanation to Indian Affairs could be obtained 
from Bishop Labrie and Father Plourde,. 


On the 9th instant Col. Neary phoned the writer 
advising that Father Plourde, who had been in Western 
Canada, had returned to Ottawa, and that a conference had 
been held, whereat it had been decided to proceed with the 
original arrangements. 


Mr. Noffke has been advised verbally to resume 
work on that basis. 


Col. Neary advises that the building will be 
placed on another part of the property, which will require 
another survey, a request for which will be made in a memo- 
randum to you from Major MacKay within the next few days.

A week or s0 ago, Mr. Ross of tho Engineering and 
Construction Services of the former Department of Mines and 
Resources called at this office and discussed, in the presence of 
Mr. Pauze, Indian Superintendent, who was in Ottawa at the time, 
the relative merits and costs of providing water to the new Seven 
Islands Indian Reserve and the Department's buildings thereon. Mr. 
Ross was of the opinion that it would be preferable to take water 
from a creek about 1/2 mile from the Reserve. He reported that the 
water in this creek had been analyzed and that it was excellent 
water. It had a clear colour, contained no sand or iron, was 
extremely soft, and had no harmful chemicala. Mr. Ross has the 
chemical analysis of the water, if it is required. 


Following is a rough estimate of the cost of providing water 
by drilling wells and taking water from a creek:

4 Gravel wall wells estimated at 150 ft. in depth, 
including drilling and casing and gravel wall around

From the foregoing, it will be seen that by taking the water 
from the creek, we would have an assured supply and the cost would 
not be very much greater than would be involved by securing water 
from four wells. Mr. Ross stated that tho water in the well at the 
Airport contained too much iron, and the water was not very good, At 
the present time, while a 75 gallon per minute pump was installed, 
it was only operating 1/3 Capacity, possibly due to sand clogging 
the soreens. Mr. Ross feels that, if we install pumps in welle, we 
will encounter the sane aifficulty, and there will be constant expense 
by having to replace pumps. 


The foregoing figures are very rough and we were uncertain 
just where the school was to be located. Mr. Ross was to attend a 
meeting in Mr. Buck's office the next day, as Mr. Buck and Gol. Neary 
wore to discuss further the location of the school. Thies Section has 
not yet been informed as to what decision was arrived at. 


Do you consider that it would be in order to ask Mr. Ross to 
furnish us with his report on this subject, as he has already 
investigated the matter on the ground. If we do not have this report, 
another engineer will have to visit Seven Islands to gather the 
information already in the possession of Mr. Ross. I have prepared 
the attached memorandum in case you wish to send it to the Director 
of Development Services, Resources and Develoyment Department.

At the present time chestnut coal is selling in

In connection with the award of a Contract for the 
construction of the above building, an analysis of the tenders 
received was contained in a letter to the Director, Indian 
Affairs Branch dated the 26th of April, 1950, over the signa- 
ture of R.A. Gibson, Director, Development Services Branch, 
Department of Resources and Development. 


The letter, of which you have a copy, listed the names 
of tenderers and the amounts of their tender. 


Some doubt was expressed therein, regarding the abi- 
lity of the lowest tenderer, Lucien Tremblay of Portneuf, Quebec, 
and further to comment supplied in Mr. Gibson's letter of the 
26th of April, answers to a series of questions,were requested 
in a letter to Tremblay over the si ture of the Director of 
Indian Affairs, under date of the 19th of May. 


In a telegram dated the 26th of May, 1950, Lucien 
Tremblay advised that he had been a general contractor for 

twelve years, that he owned a number of small units of construc- 
tion equipment, as well as a three hundred ton freighting schoo- 
ner. He indicated that his contracting experience had been mostly 
highway work and forestry or logging operations, but referred to 
a school smaller but similar in character to the proposed Seven 
Islands building, designed "Ea Ge cee Rinfret of Quebec, and which 
cost in the neighborhood of $152,000.00. 


Tremblay stated he would have as his engineer in charge, 
Mr. Lionel Halle of Quebec City, and named Messrs Raoul Tremblay, 
of Portneuf and Georges Dechenes of Quebec, as superintendents.
